At any rate, the Russian forces in

Conferees Announce Under No|Masked Man Takes $700 From 


Circumstance Will There Be 
Chance for Intervention 


New York.—Secretary Lansing, rep- 
resenting the United States Govern- 
ment, and the diplomatic representa- 
tives of Brazil, Chile, Argentina, Bo- 
livia, Uruguay and Guatemala, re- 
solved at their meeting here last 
Saturday that the time had come for 


the extension of formal recognition 
to a government in Mexico. Three 
weeks from last Saturday another 
meeting of the conference will be held 
in Washington, at which a decision js 
to be reached as to the elements upon 
which recognition should be conferred. 

A forma] statement issued by the 
conference declared that, inasmuch as 
the factions themselves had failed to 
come to an agreement, recognition 
would be accorded to the de facto 
authorities possessing the ‘material 
and moral capacity necessary to pro- 
tect the lives and property of na 
tionals and foreigners.” 

Each of the several governments, it 
was announced, would itself ‘judge 
such a capacity, and recognition will 
likewise be extended by each govern- 
ment separately at such time as it 
May deem proper.” 

Unless the military situation in 
Mexico takes a decided turn within 
the next three days in favor of Gen- 
eral Villa, who has concentrated his 
forees for battle with General Obre- 
gon, the Carranza commander-in-chief, 
at Torreon, most of the conferees 
were of the opinion that the Carranza 
government would logically be en- 
titled to recognition. 

The several governments will en- 
deavor to learn, however, not only 
what territory each faction controls, 
but what promise of stability the 
factions give that aspire to recogni- 
tion.

Carranzistas Fire Upon U. S. 
Troopers Across Rio Grande 
at Two Points in Texas 


Brownsville, Texas.—Between twen- 
ty and twenty-five Carranzista soldiers 
are believed to have been killed Sep- 
tember 17 by American troops in two 
battles along the Rio Grande. There 
were no American casualtieés. 

Both battles were started by the 
Carranzistas, who fired on American 
troops. 

One took places ‘before Matamoras, 
the Mexican town across the Rio 
Grande, three miles from here, and 
the other at Los Ebanos, fifty miles 
northwest of Brownsville. 

As a result of the attacks by Car- 
ranzistas on American troops serious 
international complications are 
feared. 

Race feeling is high, and the Mexi- 
cans in Matamoras are in a frenzy. 
All American residents of that town 
have fled to Brownsville for their 
lives. Other foreigners are ceming 
here for refuge. They say an anti- 
American outbreak may occur at any 
moment, 

General Naffarratta, Carranza’s 
commander at Matamoras, denies 
that his troops were responsible for 
the fighting. 

In a statement he charged that 
American troopers were the only omes 
who did any shooting,’ and declares 
they fired without cause, 

Acting under instructions from the 
War Department at Washington, Col- 
onel A. P. Blocksom, commander of 
the American forces at Fort Brown, 
has instituted a thorough investiga- 
tion of the battle before Matamoras. 


Lieutenant F. L. N. Glass, who com- 
manded the detachment of. cavalry 
which engaged the Mexicans, made his 
report. He flatly denies Naffarratta’s 
statement that Americans were the 
aggressors. 


LAW OF GRAVITY 1S 
CONQUERED BY ITALIAN 


Paris—Louis Rota, an Italian en- 
gineer, has solved the problem of hold- 
ing an object motionless in space, ac- 
cording to the Marseilles’ correspond- 
ent of the Petit Parisien. Rota is cred- 
ited with having constructed an appar- 
atus which, by the action of electric 
currents, can be elevated to a height of 
from 2000 to 3000 feet and kept motion- 
less, or propelled in any direction at a 
speed of more than 100 miles an hour. 

Rota’s apparatus is spindle-shaped, 12 
feet long and 2 feet in diameter and 
can carry a weight of 90 pounds. It is 
said to remain motionless in a wind of 
considerable velocity, but if the wind 
becomes very strong it rises automati- 
cally until it reaches a*calmer region of 
the air. The invention is based upon re- 
actions obtained from the electro-mag- 
netie forces of the atmosphere.

Murderer of Mrs. Baker Quiets 
Suspicions of Landlady as 
He Works at His Leisure 


San Francisco—Foully murdered, with 
a sheet knotted about her neck, the 
body of a woman, known thus far only 
as ‘‘Mrs, Baker,?’ was found in a 
rented room in the flat at 1029 Franklin 
street at 8:30 o’clock last Sunday 
night. 

Not long before the shocking dis- 
covery was made by Mrs. Alice M. Mar- 
sha}l, the landlady, and while the corpse 
of his victim was stiffening into its 
final rigidity, the murderer, a young 
man who had posed as the slain woman’s 
nephew, slipped unnoticed from the 
scene of the brutal crime, leaving one 
of the most tangled mysteries with 
which the police have been confronted. 

At the time the murder was com- 
mitted, several people were in the flat, 
and the landlady probably surprised the 
murderer in the very act of cutting off 
the last gasps of the dying woman. 

As Mrs, Marshall was passing the 
door of the hall bedroom at 7:30 o’clock 
she was startled by the sound of heavy 
breathing. 

““Ts any one sick?’Y inquired the land- 
lady. 

“*No, thank you,’’ responded a man’s 
voice calmly. 

An hour later, attracted to the room 
by a vague suspicion that something 
was wrong, Mrs. Marshall came upon 
the grewsome spectacle, 

In the full flare of the electric 
lights the body of the murdered woman 
lay face downward upon the floor, gar- 
roted, lips tinged with blood and face 
bruised, indicating that her assailant 
had beaten her before he tied the sheet, 
knotted many times, about her throat. 

The dead woman was between 35 and 
40 years of age, small in stature, five 
feet in height, weighing 120 pounds. 
She had full features, brown hair and 
had evidently worn nose glasses, a pair 
being found on the floor. The body was 


without shoes or stockings and was at- 
tired in a dark skirt and white waist. 

The supposed murderer is described 
as a powerfully built man, six feet tall 
and weighing 200 pounds. He is about 
25 years old, smooth shaven, has light 
brown hair and blue eyes. He was well 
dressed, although the garments of the 
woman are plain.

Our consul at Sandakan says that only 
a few tobacco estates are now remain- 
{ng, but that no less than twenty rub- 
ber estates, averaging 26,860 acres 
each and a capital of $11,970,000, are 
under cultivation, and 19 of them are 
producing:rubber. Within thrée years 
more all estates will be exporting 
crude rubber and in five years all trees 
now set out will be ready for tapping. 
In 1914, 1,373,000 pounds of cultivated 
rubber was produced.

RADICAL CHANGES IN CHINA 


Republican Government Doing Many 
Things, Among Others Breaking 
Through Historic Wall. 


me 


The great wall which has surround- 
ed the city of Peking for many cen- 
turfies is undergoing an unusual 
change. Peking is laid out in a sym- 
metrical form, with nine gates lead- 
ing through the great wall. Each 
side has two gates except the front, 
where an extra central gate—the 
Chien-men—leads directly into the for- 
bidden city, the central inclosure of 
Peking. This Chien-men, ‘or front 
gate, is the one most seriously crowd- 
ed with traffic; and yet tradition up 
to the present day has never permit- 
ted it to be enlarged nor any other 
gate to be broken near it in order to 
relieve the congestion of rickshaws, 
carts, donkeys, motor cars, camels 
and heavy-laden human beasts of bur- 
den—coolies. ' 

The present republican government 
is by no means so superstitious as the 
old exclusive Manchu regime, but 
Yuan Shi-kai must take into considera- 
tion the superstitions of the people. 
The gate through which former em- 
perors passed in and out of Peking 
was opened immediately after the re- 
public was established; but only a few 
days after it had been thrown open 
to the public a mutiny of the troops 
took place in Peking, and much of 
the town was looted. The cause of 
the calamity was laid to the credit of 
the newly opened gate, whereupon it 
was immediately closed and has never 
since been swung upon its hinges. 

Since the republic has been well 
established a number of changes in 
the minor inner walls have taken 
place, notably two new gates having 
been broken in one of these inner 
walls; and as no calamity has bo- 
fallen the city, the government is now 
making bold: efforts to relieve the 
rongestion at the Chien-men by break- 
Ing two new gates through the great 
wall. 

The wall is forty or fifty feet high 
and forty or fifty feet thick. The 
work is a difficult task because the 
excellent mixture of cement of former 
days has fastened the bricks like 
stone together with remarkable firm- 
ness. It is expected that the sections 
of anotli®r smaller wall will be found 
within this large wall, the smaller one 
probably being that which Marco Polo 
described in the account. of his visit 
to the famous capital of Kublai Khan, 


Aerial Dreadnaughts. 

When Mr. Tennant spoke in the 
house of commons recently on the 
large aeroplanes used by Russia, he 
was alluding to what is known as the 
Sikorsky biplane, the dreadnaught of 
flying machines, This biplane is the 
largest heavier-than-air machine yet 
invented, and can carry at least twice 
the load of any known aeroplane. The 
dead weight of the machine is no less 
than three and a half tons, and it can. 
carry a load of over a ton. 

Nearly half a ton of fuel and oil is 
carried, and when on a war recon- 
naissance could carry a quarter of a 
ton of explosives, consisting perhaps 
of half a dozen giant bombs, each 
weighing 10 pounds, as compared with 
the one or two which aeroplanes now 
carry, or ten or a dozen 20-pound 
bombs. Although compared with a 
Zeppelin the Sikorsky biplane only 
carries about a quarter the amount of 
explosives, and has a much shorter 
range, it has the very great advan- 
tage of being much cheaper, easier 
to build, less at the mercy of the 
elements, and a smaller target. It 
was stated in 1914 that the Russian 
government had ordered five of these 
big biplanes.—London: Times. 


Dog Pilots Nurse and Baby.

CAPACITY OF AVERAGE SILO, | 


Easy Matter to Determine Number of 
Oubic Feet of Ensilage Required 
to Feed Cows. : 


(By A. D. WILSON, Superintendent Exten- 
sion Division, University Farm, St. 
Paul, Minn.) 

The amount of silage required and 
the size of silo needed to held it can 
be quite closely calculated, provided 
the number and kind of animals to 
be fed from it are known before 
building. 

An average cow or beef animal may 
be fed about 35 pounds of silage per 
day, and the usual period during which 
silage is used in this latitude will be 
about 210 days. Large animals or 
those that “are being fattened may -eon- 
sume considerably more than 35 pounds 
per day, but this has been found a fair 
average. 

In a silo of ordinary depth, the aver- 
age weight Of thé dilage is about 40 
pounds per cubic foot. Near the top 
of the silo, however, where the pressure 
is not great, it will weigh only 25 
pounds per cubic foot, while at the 
bottom of a 35-foot silo it may weigh 
60 pounds, Taking these averages, if a 
cow eats 35 pounds of en e ina 
day, she will eat 35-40, or.% of a eubic 
foot-per day, and-with this as a basis 
it ie easy to determine the number of 
cubic feet of ensilage required to feed 
& cow or any number of cows through- 
out the season. The diameter of the 
gilo must be such that the stock on 
hand can use one or two inches of 
silage off the top each day during the 
winter, and at least three inches per 
day when summer feeding of silage is 
to be practiced. This is necessary to 
keep the silage from spoiling. 

A silo 10 feet in diamter is adapted 
to feeding 10 mature cattle. One 12 
feet in diameter will feed 15 head, and 
one 14 feet in diameter will meet the 
needs of 20 head; but if there are 30 
or more cows to feed, a 16-foot silo 
should be erected. These silos should 
be 30 or 40 feet, or even more in height.
